CRIMINAL TABLES FOR THE YEAR 1862. 



PREFATORY REMARKS. 

The Tables showing the number of persons committed, or bailed for offences, for trial at 
Assizes and Quarter Sessions, in the several counties and towns in Ireland ’in the vear 
1862, with the result of the proceedings, have been furnished, as in previous years, by 
the Local Inspectors of the several Gaols, and are compiled from Returns made by ’the 
Clerks of the Crown and Peace, pursuant to 7th George IV., cap. 74, and from the 
records of the gaols. From the last-named source the age, sex, and’ state of instruction 
of the several persons on committal have been ascertained. 

The Returns of 1862 include a much extended nomenclature of crime, as in con- 
sequence of the alterations of the law, it was necessary to revise them in this respect. 

The number of cases adjudicated before magistrates and at petty sessions, and the 
number of persons committed within the year (to the county and town gaols), for drunken- 
ness, under the Act of 6 and 7 William IV., cap. 38, are inserted at foot of each Return 
furnished by the Local Inspectors, and a Summary Table, showing the number of such in 
each county in the years 1861 and 1862 is given at page xxviii ; but these numbers are 
excluded in the calculations contained in these remarks. 

From the Returns furnished by the several Local Inspectors the under-mentioned Sum- 
mary Tables have been compiled.

Committals. 

There were during the year 1862, 6,666 persons returned for trial at Assizes and 
Quarter Sessions, giving an increase of 1,080 over the number (5,586) in 1861; and the 
parties so dealt with in that year were by 200 in excess of the numbers in 1860, viz., 5,386.

From these calculations it will be seen that, while on the whole the Committals of 1862 
were 19 '33 per cent, in excess of those of the previous year, “ Malicious Offences against 
Property” show the largest proportionate increase, viz., nearly 152 per cent., or two and 
a-half times the number of offences of this class in 1861, while “ Offences against Property 
without violence ” give the greatest actual increase, viz., 478 — being equal to an incre- 
ment on the numbers of 1861 of nearly 24 per cent. ■‘Offences against the Person,” in 
1862, also afforded a considerable actual increase over the similar category in 1861, viz., 
188, or nearly 7 per cent. “ Offences against Property ” committed with violence, included 
in 1862, 72 more persons, than in the previous year, being an increase of nearly 20 per 
cent.; and “Unclassified Offences,” embraced in the 6th section of the return, reached 
an excess of 253 persons as compared with 1861, beiug equal to an increase of nearly 23 
per cent. 

An analysis of these several sections yields the following as the most noticeable changes 
in the crimes included in each : — 



Class I. Class I. — Offences against the Person. 

aouinstthe The number of persons charged with “Murder” in 1862 was 41 against 30 in 1861, 
Person. and with “Attempts to Murder,” 5 against 4 in the previous year; “Solicitation and 
Conspiracy to Murder” included in 1862, 11 persons, and but 1 in 1861 ; “Shooting 
at, Stabbing,” &e., amounted in 1862 to 65 ; in 1861, 67 were so charged. In 1862, under 
“Concealing Birth of Infants,” 29 persons are returned, against 37 in 1861 — the return 
for 1861 included 17 persons tried for “ Child Stealing, or Desertion ;” and in the returns 
for 1862, under the heading “ Exposing or Abandoning Children,” 48 persons are found, 
and 4 under that of “ Child Stealing.” “ Rape.” and similar crimes against female chastity, 
in 1801, included 83 persons, and in 1862, 76 ; for “ Abduction,” 9 persons were sent for 
trial in 1862, against 5 in the previous year; and for “Bigamy,” 16, against 8 in 1861. 
“Assaults on Peace Officers in the execution of their duty,” were in 1862, 226, and in 
1861, 119; in 1861, 1,477 persons were returned as for trial for “Assaults,” and the 
returns of 1862 include 1,485 so dealt with for this offence, classified as follows : — 
“Assaults occasioning bodily harm, 375 ; “ Assaults with intent to commit a felony,” 24 ; 
“ Common Assaults,” 1,086. 

The subjoined crimes inserted in these returns for 1862, under the circumstances already 
adverted to, and not included in the above remarks, afford the following results : — 
“Sending Letters threatening to Murder,” 10; “Administering Poison to endanger life, 5 ’ 
2 ; “ Placing obstructions on Railway, to endanger property or travellers,” 5 ; “ Throwing 
Stones, &c., at Railway Engine, &c.,” 5. 



Class II. Class II. — Offences against Property committed with Violence. 

againsTpro- In this class the following crimes included in 1 862 a considerably larger number of 
perty.com- offenders, than in 1861, viz., “ Burglary,” 117 against 84; “Housebreaking,” 54 against 
“itted with 44 ; “Breaking into dwelling-houses and stealing,” 34 against 12; “Robbing,” 95 against 
violence. gg. “Assaults, with intent to Rob,” 26 against 19; and “Misdemeanors, with intent to 
commit Burglary,” 13 against 5 in 1861. The only crime in this class showing a decline 
in the number of offenders, as compared with the previous year, is “ Taking and holding 
forcible possession,” which included but 83 persons in 1862, against 122 in 1861. 
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Class III. — Offences against Property, committed without Violence. 

In this class, as in the one immediately preceding, the great majority of the crimes against pro- 
included therein are in excess of the previous year, thus — “ Cattle, Horse, and Sheep- perty, com- 
stealing,” taken collectively, give 229 offenders in 1862, and 157 only in 1861. The 
various descriptions of larcenies, which in the former year included 1,539 persons, in the 
returns for 1862 embrace no less than 1,813 offenders; “Misdemeanors, with intent to 
steal,” also afford a return of 113, against 55 in the previous year; charges of “ Embezzle- 
ment” increased from 47 to 52; “Stealing Letters from General Post Office, from 
5 to 10, and “Receiving Stolen Goods,” from 125 iu 1801, to 104 in 1862. “Irauds 
and attempts to Defraud” give, however, in 1862, a return of but 59, against 78 offences 
in the previous year; but if the number, viz., 46, returned in 1862, under the newly 
inserted heading “ Obtaining Money under False Pretences” be added — this item will also 
be found to be in excess of the numbers of 1861. 

Class IV. — Malicious offences against Property. Class iv - 

The items in this class, under which the great increase in this division of the returns offe n C c ^ u3 
between 1861 and 1862 arose, are “ Setting Fire to House, Warehouse, &c.,” no less than a g a i ns t 
51 persons having been so charged in 1862, against 10 in the year preceding. For “ At- property, 
tempts to Commit Arson,” 13, and “Riot and Feloniously Demolishing Buddings,” 29 
were charged in 1862 ; while during 1861 there were no parties sent for trial for either 
of those offences. In 1862, 13 persons were committed for “ Attacking and Injuring 
Dwelling-houses, Lands, &c.,” and but 5 in 1861. On the other hand, during 1802, but 
7 persons were sent for trial for “ Setting Fire to Dwelling-houses, persons being therein, 
whilst 16 persons were so charged during 1861. 

Class V. — Forgery and other offences against the Currency. Class Y. 

The number of offenders during 1862 embraced in this class, differs but little when com- 
pared with 1861 ; the number of persons charged with “Forging and Uttering forged offences 
Instruments of various classes.” having been 37 in 1861, and ol in 18b- ; while for the aga i nst the 
various offences against the “Gold, Silver, and Copper Currency” 72 persons were m Currency. 
1862 sent for trial, and 64 in 1861. Under the newly-inserted sub-heading, “ Demanding 
Property or Money on Forged Instruments,” there is a return of a offenders during Ibb-. 

Class VI.— Other Offences, not included in the above classes. Class YI. 

The crimes included in this section which give returns in excess of those for 1861, are g£ r ces not 
as follows:— “Riot, Breach of Peace, and Pound Breach, o84 against 449 ; Rescue^ included m 
384 ao-ainst 224 ; “ Rescuing Prisoners,” 19 ; “ Offences connected with Raising of W ages, the above 
15 against 3 ; and “ Bestiality” rose from 1 in 1861, to 5 offences m 1862 _ On the other classes, 
hand! “ Assembling Armed Unlawfully” gives but a return of 2b against 76 m the previous 
year. “ Perjury and Subornation of Perjury” fell from 30 to 13. “ Indecently Exposing 
the Person” included but 9 persons in 1862, against 16 iji _ the previous year ; an 
“Unclassified Misdemeanors” fell from 235 in 1861, to 21/ in 186-. For Offences 
against Party Procession and Party Emblems Acts,” 17 persons were sent tor trial

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Convictions. Convictions. 

The number convicted at Assizes and Quarter Sessions in 1862, viz., 3,796, was equal to 
56-95 percent, on the total number sent for trial, viz., 6,666. The following table shows the 
number convicted, not convicted, and their per centages to the whole in each of the years 
from 1851 to 1862. The proportion of convictions in 1862, though under that of 1861, 
was higher than in any other year since 1855.

Of the 2,870 persons not convicted in 1862, 1,347 were found £i not guilty on trial in 
908 cases no bills were found ; in 503 cases no prosecution took place ; 88 persons were 
bailed and not tried, and 24 were found insane — (10 on arraignment, and 14 acquitted as 
being insane.)

Of the 24 persons found insane, 3 were charged with murder, 2 with shooting at, 14 
with assaults, 1 with horse stealing, 3 with larceny, and 1 with indecently exposing ’the 
person. In 1861, 23, in 1860, 24, in 1859, 21, and in 1858, 18 persons were found 
insane at Assizes and Quarter Sessions.

It is also to be noted, that in 1862, 44 persons were at Assizes and Quarter Sessions 
directed, on the expiration of their prison terms, to be detained in reformatories, established 
under 21 & 22 Viet., cap. 103. In 1861, 51, and in 1860, 65 persons were thus dealt 
with at Assizes and Quarter Sessions.

By these calculations we find that in 1862 the number of males sent for trial was 19 '71 
per cent., and of females 18*10 per cent, over that of 1861. Between I860 and 1861, 
male offenders increased 6-G6 per cent., and females decreased 475 per cent. The num- 
ber of males sent for trial in 1860 was 10 '44 per cent., and of females 0-93 per cent, less 
than in 1859. 

Education. 

It appears from the following table that the committals for trial in 1862 included a 
somewhat lower proportional number of persons who could “ read and write” than in the 
previous year, when 31*9 per cent, of those committed were ascertained to be thus far 
educated ; the per centage of those who could “ read only” in 1862 was 14*94, being a 
proportion almost similar to that of 1861, when it was 14'23 per cent., and that of those, 
who could neither “read nor write” was 32-39 per cent, of the committals. In 1861 this 
class embraced 3T08 per cent, of the whole committals.

Education. From the next Table may be learned the educational status of the male aud female 
prisoners as compared with each other in the years 1855, 1856, 1857, 1858, 1859, 1860, 
1861, and 1862, respectively ; and it will be found that the proportion per cent, of males 
who in 1862, could, when committed, read and write, was 33-60 per cent. ; that of the 
females but 15-73 per cent.; while the proportion of females, who could neither read nor 
write, was 47-38 per cent., and of males, 27*79 per cent.

These Tables exhibit the gratifying fact of the continual decline between 1855 and 
1861 of juvenile prisoners, i.e., of persons not exceeding 16 years of age; in 1855 they 
numbered 556 males and 175 females; in 1856, 884 males and 130 females; in 1857, 376 
males and 111 females; in 1858, 233 males and 69 females; in 1859, 203 males and 70 
females; in 1860, 142 males and 59 females; and in 1861, 143 males and 47_females; but 
in 1862 there was an increase of 16 males, and a decline of 11 females, at this age period; 
the aggregates being 1 59 males and 36 females. The number of offenders 12 years old 
and under, is also greater than in 1861. 

The following Table has been compiled to show' the proportion tfhich the numbers sent 
for Trial at Assizes and Quarter Sessions during the year 1862 bear to the population of 
each County, &c. The numbers of the inhabitants of each district have been extracted 
from the return lately issued by the Census Commissioners.

Tipperary, North Riding, 1 in 700; Mayo, 1 in 742; Westmeath, 1 in 865; Queen’s nntta 8 ‘ 
County, 1 in 907 ; Roscommon, 1 in 976 ; and Cork County, 1 in 991. 

The counties which in 1862 afforded the lowest proportionate number of parties for 
trial, with reference to population, were — Waterford, 1 in 2,137; Meath, 1 in 1,558; 

Down, 1 in 1,522 ; Antrim, 1 in 1,481 ; Londonderry, 1 in 1,395 ; Dublin, 1 in 1,324 ; 
Tipperary, South Riding, 1 in every 1,178; Clare, 1 in 1,123; Tipperary, North Riding, 

1 in 1,118; and Wicklow, 1 in 1,113. In 1861 the following counties were comprised in 
this class— Waterford, giving 1 in 3,003; Antrim, 1 in 2,745 ; Londonderry, 1 in 1,737; 

Louth, 1 in 1,670; Down, 1 in 1,630; Dublin County, 1 in 1,570; and Galway County. 

1 in 1,461, of their total respective populations. The counties and boroughs, which in 
1862 had a lesser number of persons for trial than in 1861 were — Kildare, 119 against

The counties, which in 1862 returned a much larger number of persons for trial as com- 
pared with 1861, were — Galway County, 373 against 174; Antrim, 254 against 137; 

Dublin City, 651 against 549 ; Queen’s County, 197 against 100 ; Longford, 198 against 
103; Monaghan, 163 against 97; Leitrim, 163 against 104; Limerick County, 193 
against 148 ; and Mayo, 385 against 343. In twenty-two other localities the numbers of 
offenders were in 1 862 in excess, ranging from 39 in Cavan, to 3 in Cork County, over 
those of 1861. 

The males sent for trial in 1862 amounted to 1 in 550 ; in 1S61 the proportion 
was 1 in every 658 of the population of that sex. The counties giving in 1862 a higher 
proportion of male offenders were — Longford, 1 in 204 ; Queen’s County, 1 in 305 ; 

Leitrim, 1 in 350; Galway County, 1 in 418; Mayo, l in 456; Kildare, 1 in 460; 
Monaghan, 1 in 465; Sligo‘ 1 in 520; Cavan, 1 in 527; King’s County, 1 in 531 ; Fer- 
managh, 1 in 532; Westmeath, 1 in 543; and Kilkenny County, 1 in 545. In 
1861 the following counties attained a higher proportionate number of males for 
trial than the average — Longford, 1 in 374; North Riding of Tipperary, 1 in 403; Kil- 
dare, 1 in 460 ; Tyrone, 1 in 497 ; Mayo, 1 in 514 ; Queen’s, 1 in 531 ; Westmeath, 1 in 
550; Leitrim, 1 in 610; Donegal, 1 in 611; Armagh, 1 in 631; Sligo, 1 in 638; and 
Roscommon, 1 in 646. 

The counties, which in 1862 gave the lowest number of male committals, as compared 
with their respective populations of that sex, were — Antrim, 1 in 1,905 ; Waterford, 1 in 
1,340; Meath, 1 in 1,016; Londonderry, 1 in 962 ; and Down, 1 in 952. In 1861 the 
following counties came within this category — Waterford, 1 in 2,144 ; Antrim, 1 in 1,619; 

Louth, 1 in 1,117 ; Down, 1 in 1,100 ; and Londonderry, 1 in 1,041. 

The number of females sent for trial during; 1802 was as 1 in 1,893 of the population 
of that sex; in 1861 the proportion was 1 in 2,235 females in the country. In the 
following localities (exclusive of boroughs) the proportionate number of females for trial 
at Assizes and Quarter Sessions, in 1802, was in excess of the average— Queen's County, 

1 in 031- Carlow, 1 in 968; Wexford, 1 in 1,059; Mayo, 1 in 1,173; Longford, 1 in 
1,624; Kildare, 1 in 1,669 ; Wicklow, 1 in 1,840; and Fermanagh, 1 m 1,8o3. In 1661 
the counties similarly circumstanced were — Mayo, yielding 1 in 1,304 ; Kildare, 1 in 1,346 ; 

Carlow, 1 in 1,383; South Biding of Tipperary, 1 in 1,308; Fermanagh, 1 m 1,493 ; and 
the Kino-’s County which gave 1 female for trial to every 1,852 of its female population 
In twenty-five counties in 1862, and in eighteen in 1861, the number of females for trial 
fell below the general average.
